Did you know...?

1835 Illinois

A recent Did you know…? article discussed the extreme weather in the 1830's, right about the time that
the Tremont colony was founded.
 
A new book by Karen Dustman called "A Traveler’s Diary" from 1835 illustrates that point through the
words of an unknown man who explored the “West” (the Midwest today) by horseback, and who kept a
diary of his travels. One of the states he ventured through was Illinois.
 
In the chapter about Illinois, there are numerous mentions of the terrible weather, and the sickness
caused by insect-infested standing water which was common. His first-hand account is enlightening,
including the difficulties keeping a team of horses, as they were exhausted trying to get through water and
mud:
 
On travel from Chicago, heading southwest:
“…entered a large wet prairie ten miles across covered with six to eighteen inches of water. Horses could
not drag out of the walk.”
 
Leaving Plainfield:
"Bogged our horses and pulled them out…found the road very bad; had to get out in water nearly knee-
deep.”
 
On travel through Tremont:
“On horseback, set out for Tremont. After passing over good road, bad road, through mud and water,
sunshine and rain, reached there about 1 o'clock. Spent ten or fifteen minutes in viewing the place;
ascertained we could get neither refreshments for ourselves, which we needed very much, or feed our
horses.”

Pekin:
“…population about 500; Very sickly, cold, dreary looking place.”
 
Beardstown:
“… it lays low. At this stage of the river, which is very high, you can see nothing on the off-side of the
river but the tops of trees above water, which is the case all along the river. At this time, the place is
deserted by the inhabitants. Seven cases and two deaths yesterday by cholera. Oppressively hot one
day, chilling cold with overcoats on the next. Thermometer ranging from 68 to 100.”
 
The book’s author, Karen Dustman, found the diary in an antique shop in Cambria, California, and was
fascinated by the story that unfolded within its covers.
 
This diary, by this unknown explorer, is valuable for so many reasons. In this case, it helps confirm the
difficulties that were faced by those who tried to travel, build, farm, or pursue other activities, such as
those required of starting a town in 1835. Though the weather and disease are rarely mentioned in the

common narrative about the beginnings of Tremont, they had to be major issues at that time.
